The New Lieu Law. 
To-day the new mechanics lien law 
goes into operation. 
The law as it 
now stands differs widely from the 
past one, the time of action and filing 
being considerably changed. A claim 
in the future must be filed within 
ninety days and an action begun 
within one year from the time of the 
furnishing of the last item. 
A person 
has only the right to a lien when he 
has a contract with the owner, his 
agent, trustee, contractor or sub-con­ 
tractor ; but written notices must be 
posted and served on the owner with­ 
in five days, so that his interest shall 
not be liable to any lien. 
If the 
owner sells land for the purpose of 
building or repairing, the purchaser 
is responsible. 
The sub-contractor 
can also secure his claim by notifying 
the owner of his employment. 
The 
court has the power to order the re­ 
moval of premises to satisfy the lien. 
A lien is not satisfied by the taking 
of a note or other evidence of in­ 
debtedness. 
Foreclosures are to be 
made the same as mortgages except 
pleadings are to be filed immediately. 
The lien attaches to 40 acres without 
the corporate limits of a city or vil­ 
lage and to a lot not exceeding one 
acre within such limits. 
When ma­ 
terials are furnished for one contract 
for two or more structures on the same 
or contiguous lots, it is not neces­ 
sary to file a separate lien.—Min­ 
neapolis Times 


Would License Every Gun. 
The St. Paul sportsmen are talking 
up a scheme to license every gun 
owned in the state, from $ 2 to fo.— 
One enthusiastic Nimrod, of S t Paul, 
says : 
“ If we license guns in this 
state we should make the fee at least 
fo. 
I would be willing to pay that 
amoui t, and any one else who has 
our g m 
interests at heart ought 
to be • qualy willing, 
I tell you this 
questioJ o: the protection of game is 
a serious one. 
Unless some strong 
measures are taken by the state, in a 
few years there won’t be a duck or a 
prairie chicken to be found within 
the borders 
of 
Minnesota. 
The 
state could well afford to expend 
ten thousand dollars a year for the 
enforcement of a good game law.” — 
What these city sportsmen really 
want is for country sportsmen to pro­ 
tect the game, shoot none themselves 
nor allow any one else in the country 
to shoot chickens, ducks, geese and 
other game during the time the game 
law is in force, but hold all until 
these city sportsmen can get here and 
make a regular business of shooting 
game and shipping it either to a com­ 
mission merchant or to their friends 
in the city.—Morris Tribune.

Dr. Bo wers has resigned the po sitio n o f su­ 
perintendent o f the Ro chester ho spital fo r 
the insane. The letter o f resignatio n is as 
fo llo ws; 
Having heard the reading of the report of the 
committee appointed bv his excellency. Gov 
Merrit.ro, to investigate the unfortunate occur­ 
rence of the death of the patb-nt Taylor Comic* 
and other matters connected with the second 
bo« pitnl for the insane, I find that I am thereby 
acquitted of anv direct blame or Intentional 
wrong, and that I am tally exonerated from the 
charge ot negligence or mismanagement. Hat 
the report admit* tfiat. considering the numer­ 
ous sad arduous duties required of me. I per­ 
formed these faithfully and honestly. When It 
Is admitted In the report that of the ninety 
charges and complaints of abuse to pat lent s bv 
attendants ouly- twenty were sustained by 
proofs, and moreover, wlien the further fact is 
considered that these charges covered a period 
of ten vears and a half, and that during that 
period 2.000 patients were treated.it is certainly 
a small percentage. Of the twenty case« * con­ 
sidered, some were never brought to my knowl­ 
edge until they were mentioned at the investl- 
gat ton. 
•Gentlemen. I adm it w ithout any reservation 
that my failure to report the circumstance* 
coituecicd wltu the death of Taylor Comb-* was 
a grave error of judgment, but to err 1* hum .in, 
and many another man might have made the 
aarue m istake if place I in I be same dilemma. 
For t wen tv-one years I have been lu the service 
of the state aud have helped to build ap two 
enormous Institutions, which I have no hesita­ 
tion m saying compare favorably with any In the 
country. 
I feel the inward consciousness that 
during the long service 
I have ever striven to 
discharge honestly aud fatthlully the responsi­ 
bilities dtvolved upon me; first, as a-sistsnt 
physician for ten years at St. Jvi# r and later for 
ten years as superintendent of the hospital at 
Rochester. Those of you. gentlemen, who know 
me teat will give me creuit for honesty of i ur- 
pose, for hard work for never-flagging interest 
In my specialty and constant efforts to obtain 
the best possible care for the unfortunates com­ 
m itted to my charge. 
My aim, as yon well 
know, has alwav* been to r**« tore all curab o 
cases to health of body and mind and to promote 
the welfare end greatest possible comfort of 
those who needed care on aeeoont of chronic or 
tncurab.e insanity, but with the least possible 
co» t to the stste. 
The board well know that 
by thoughtful and 
careful management I have saved the state many 
hundred dollars in various improvements 
and 
have worked out more liberty and less restraint 
for the patients. 
I know fiom experience that 
the building up and supcrtntedcuee 
of a great 
hospital like this is no sinecure. 1 know also 
that I have not merited 
or deserved the severe 
and unjust criticism of a portion ot the

BESCLT OF THE TXqCIBT. 
The’report of the invest gating comm ittee, 
tddteared to the governor, is quite lengthy, 
and is accompanied by the voluminous tes­ 
timo ny taken dur.ng the inquiry.

were 138 wrtntsees exam iner by the Com­ 
mittee, and the fullest oi**>or un ty was 
sffo rded to all perso n* having o o mplaiet* to 
present them to the com m it’«*?

tirst alludes to the death of Taylor Combs

Upon the other

That the superintendent aud phyaic.aas have, 
as a rule, endeavored to faithfabv perf<nn their

riven, to the attendant* that thorough instruc­ 
tion In reference to their duii*1* In the car* and 
management of psiFnt* which, in our jadg- 
meut. should have been given, and except fur­ 
ther that a few cases of accidents happening to 
patients have come to the knoWH-uge of the 
sommittee, which accidents would not have 
hapiwned bad there been takeu all precau­ 
tion» which might have been taken to pre­ 
vent the 
possibility of the happening of 
» uch accidents, and the further except tons 
hereafter mentioned: 
That the stq» ervisors 
■ nd attendants hare lieen grossly neglige it in 
the matter ol reporting to the superintendent.<>r 
any of the assistant physicians, cases of ill- 
treatment of patient* by the attendants. This 
urgiecl rises largely from the fact that there is 
and has been an unspoken agreement among the 
attendant» that none of them » tp-uld make re­ 
ports of anv wrongful acts committed by sn as- 
*<*0t» te. The rules of the asylum require that iu 
al) oases of injury Ui or ill-treatment of a pa­ 
tient the attendant causing or having knowledg« .- 
ot any auch ipiury or ill-treatment shoold forth­ 
with report the same to the superintendent, 
some one of the assistant physician* or super­ 
visor. This rule ua* been mor* honored iu tit* 
breach than in the observance. The immediate 
supervision of the attendants in the i*erform- 
ance of their dsily duties in the care aod man­ 
agement of patient* has be* u eutrusted to a 
supervisor and his a**» i*iants, who-« duties 
have been to be upon the wards as much of the 
lime a* possible, ob*>tt*-the rut ner in which 
the attendants perform their duties, correct 
■uch errors and Irregularities as might come to 
his knowledge and could be remedied by ldru. 
and to make report to the superintendent of anv 
misconduct or neg.ect of dnty on the part of at­ 
tendant*. In addition to nuch duties other 
’abom in oounectUu with the care of the cloth­ 
ing of the patients were required of him. This 
supervising force lias never been 
sufficient. 
Upon the efficiency and Integrity of the imme­ 
diate supervising force the superintendent must 
necessarily largely depend for information in re­ 
gard to the couduct of the attendant» , aud the 
force must 1» in such numbers that frequent 
visits to each ward can be made; the more fre­ 
quent such visit* tne less opportunity for or the 
probability of the commission or concealment 
by attendants of violations of the rule relating 
to treatment c>f patients of the asylum 
That 
the discipline of the attendants ha* not been a* 
strict as should have been enforced by the su­ 
pervisor, and that there lias not been that 
amount of Immediate supervision by the *up» r- 
51 » or as might have been performed bv him. 
hat there have been case* of abn*es and inhu­ 
man treatment of patients by attendants. That a 
number of such cases of alleged ill-treatm ent 
brought to the attention of and investigated bv 
the committee 
were ninety, 
of which wo find 
that twenty are » us’.alued by evideuce. 
The 
committee can conceive of no public good to be 
accomplished by the publication of the names of 
the patients who, >n oar judgment, have been 
ill-treated, ami therefore do n >t specify the 
same in this report. A hst o n-imes i* herewith 
furnished yonr excellency. In the course of the 
investigation that charge that at the asylum 
Improper 
relations existed between the sexes 
was incidentally made. The committee investi­ 
gated such charges 
and find and report that 
there is no foundation therefor. 


CHARACTEB OF ATTENDANTS. 
As a part of the instructions giveu by your ex­ 
cellency to the committee is a* follows: “I: will 
also be the dnty 
ot the committee to inquire 
into the personal 
character of the attendants 
employed, and whet her 
they are fitted by nature 
nad training for their peculiar and trving duties. 
If the compensation paid attendant* and em­ 
ployes is insufficient to secure the required class 
of help, such facts should be noted and proper 
recommendations made." To the first propo-i- 
tion contained in that instruction the committee 
report that no evidence was introduced reflect­ 
ing upon it, and the committee have no knowl- 
ege ot anything that would iu anv manner im­ 
peach the character of such attendants, ex­ 
cept in so far as Rl-treatment' by certain at­ 
tendants of patients might be construed as 
evidence of bad character on the part of persons 
gnilty of each abuse. To the second proposi­ 
tion the {committee are fully convinced that but 
law men pr women are bv nature fitted for the 
complete and satisfactory performance of all 
the duties devolving upon the immediate at­ 
tendants ot lb# insane patients. Training for 
the proper performance of such duties consists 
of two kinds.

Milto n so mewhere de­ 
scribes the pro cess o f legislatio n as 
“hatching a lie with the heat o fju ris- 
dictio n.” Fo rtu nately, the pro cess 
also co nsists in killing the bro o d o f 
lies already hatched by previo u s leg­ 
islatio n. 
No w the pro cess o f edu ca­ 
tio n in this co u ntry is by no means 
so bad in this regard as the pro cpss 
o f legislatio n; bu t in certain respects 
the fo rmer to o mu ch resembles the 
latter.—Scribner.

The plant 
stands ju st inside the entrance o f the 
palm ho u se, and it attracted the at­ 
tentio n o f all the visito rs to the co n­ 
servato ries. 
The» “lo ve tree,” o r philo dendro n 
dilieio sn, is a tro pical plant, itsclime 
being 
Brazil. 
Iis u su al gro wing 
places are o n ro cks, nnd as a wall 
plant against a bo u se it develo ps 
rapidly. Tbe leaves 
a r e large u nd 
pecu liarly shaped, having deep incis­ 
io ns, which divide them into many 
elo ngated false leaves. The blo sso ms 
resemble the flo wer o f the calla lily

The .New Lien Law. 
To-day the new mechanics lien law 
goes into operation. 
The law as it 
now stands differs widely from the 
past one, the time of action and tiling 
being considerably changed. A claim 
in the future must be tiled within 
ninety days and an action begun 
within one year from the time of the 
furnishing of the last item. 
A person 
has only the right to a lien when he 
has a contract with the owner, his 
agont, trustee, contractor or sub-con­ 
tractor ; but written notices must be 
posted and served on the owner with­ 
in five days, so that his interest shall 
not be liable to any lien. 
If the 
owner sells land for the purpose of 
building or repairing, the purchaser 
is responsible. 
The sub-contractor 
can also secure his claim by notifying 
the owner of his employment. 
The 
court has the power to order the re­ 
moval of premises to satisfy the lien. 
A lien is not satisfied by the taking 
of a note or other evidence of in­ 
debtedness. 
Foreclosures are to be 
made the same as mortgages except 
pleadings are to be filed immediately. 
The lien attaches to 40 acres without 
the corporate limits of a city or vil­ 
lage and to a iot not exceeding one 
acre within such limits. 
When ma­ 
terials are furnished for one contract 
for two or more structures on the same 
or contiguous lots, it is not neces­ 
sary to file a separate lien.—Min­ 
neapolis Times 


Would License Every Gun. 
The St. Paul sportsmen are talking 
up a scheme to license every gun 
owned in the state, from $2 to 15.— 
One enthusiastic Nimrod, of S t Paul, 
says : 
“If we license guns in this 
state we should make the fee at least. 
$5. 
I would be willing to pay that 
amoui t, and any one else who has 
our g m 
interests at heart ought 
to be i q ualy willing, 
I tell you this 
question'o’ the protection of game is 
a serious one. 
Unless some strong 
measures are taken by the state, in a 
few years there won’t be a duck or a 
prairie chicken to be found within 
the borders 
of 
Minnesota. 
The 
state could well afford to 
expend 
ten thousand dollars a year for the 
enforcement of a good game law.”— 
What these city sportsmen really 
want is for country sportsmen to pro­ 
tect the game, shoot none themselves 
nor allow any one else in the country 
to shoot chickens, ducks, geese and 
other game during the time the game 
law is in force, but hold all until 
these city sportsmen can get here and 
make a regular business of shooting 
game and shipping it either to a com­ 
mission merchant or to their friends 
in the city.—Morris Tribune.

The New Lieu Law. 
To-day the new mechanics lien law 
goes into operation. 
The law as it 
now stands differs widely from the 
past one, the time of action and filing 
being considerably changed. A claim 
in the future must be filed within 
ninety days and an action begun 
within one year from the time of the 
furnishing of the last item. A person 
has only the right to a lien when he 
has a contract with the owner, his 
agent, trustee, contractor or sub-con­ 
tractor ; but written notices must be 
posted and served on the owner with­ 
in five days, so that his interest shall 
not be liable to any lien. 
If the 
owner sells land for the purpose of 
building or repairing, the purchaser 
is responsible. 
The sub-contractor 
can also secure his claim by notifying 
the owner of his employment. 
The 
court has the power to order the re­ 
moval of premises to satisfy the lien. 
A lien is not satisfied by the taking 
of a note or other evidence of in­ 
debtedness. 
Foreclosures are to be 
made the same as mortgages except 
pleadings are to be filed immediately. 
The lien attaches to 40 acres without 
the corporate limits of a city or vil­ 
lage and to a lot not exceeding one 
acre within such limits. 
When ma­ 
terials are furnished for one contract 
for two or more structures on the same 
or contiguous lots, it is not neces­ 
sary to file a separate lien.—Min­ 
neapolis Times 


W ould License E very Gun. 
The S t Paul sportsmen are talking 
up a scheme to license every gun 
owned in the state, from £2 to $5.— 
One enthusiastic Nimrod, of S t Paul, 
says : ‘‘If we license guns in this 
state we should make the fee at least 
$5. 
I would be willing to pay that 
amoui t, and any one else who has

interests at heart ought 
to be * qua Ty willing, I tell you this 
questioi.o: the protection of game is 
a serious one. Unless some strong 
measures are taken by the state, in a 
few years there won’t be a duck or a 
prairie chicken to be found within 
the borders 
of 
Minnesota. 
The 
state could well afford to expend 
ten thousand dollars a year for the 
enforcement of a good game law.”— 
What these city sportsmen really 
want is for country sportsmen to pro­ 
tect the game, shoot none themselves 
nor allow any one else in the country 
to shoot chickens, ducks, geese and 
other game during the time the game 
law is in force, but hold all until 
these city sportsmen can get here and 
make a regular business of shooting 
game and shipping it either to a com­ 
mission merchant or to their friends 
in the city.—Morris Tribune.

Dr. B ow ers has resigned th e poeitlon of su ­ 
p erin ten d en t of th e R ochester hospital for 
th e insane. T he le tte r of resignation iB as 
follow s; 
Having heard the reading of the report of the 
comm ittee appointed bv his excellency. Gov. 
Merrlara, to investigate the unfortunate occur­ 
rence of the death of the patient Taylor Combs 
and other m atters connected with the second 
hospital for the insane. I find th at I am thereby 
acquitted of anv direct blame or intentional 
wrong, and th at I am fully exonerated from the 
charge of negligence or m ismanagement. 
But 
the report adm its that, considering the num er­ 
ous and arduous duties required of m e. I per­ 
formed these faithfudv and honestly. When it 
Is adm itted in the report th at of the ninety 
charges and com plaints of abase to patients hv 
attendants only" tw enty were sustained by 
proofs, and moreover, when the further fact is 
considered th at these charges covered a period 
of ten years and a half, aud th at during th at 
period 2.000 patients were treated.it is certainly 
a small percentage. 
Of the tw enty cases con­ 
sidered. some were never brought to mv knowl­ 
edge uutil they were m entioned at the investi­ 
gation. 
•Gentlemen. I adm it w ithout any reservation 
th at my failure to report the circumstances 
connected with the death of Taylor Comb* was 
a grave error of judgm ent, but to err is human, 
and mauv another man m ight have made the 
same m istake if placed in t he same dilemma. 
For tw entv-cne years I have been iu the service 
of the state and have helped to build up two 
enormous institutions, which I have no hesita­ 
tion in saying compare favorably with any in the 
country. I feel the inward consciousness that 
during the long service 1 have ever striven to 
discharge honestly aud fatthtully the responsi­ 
bilities devolved upon me; first, as a-sistant 
physician for ten years at 8t. Peter ami later for 
ten years as superintendent of the hospital at 
Rochester. Those of you. gentlemen, w ho know 
me best will give me credit for honesty of pur­ 
pose, for hard work, for never-flagging interest 
in my specialty and constant efforts to obtaiu 
the best possible care for the unfortunates com­ 
m itted to my charge. My aim, as you well 
kuow, has always been to rttstore all curab e 
cases to health of body and mind and to promote 
the welfare and greatest possible comfort of 
those who needed care on aeconnt of chronic or 
iucurab.e insanity, but w ith the least possible 
cost to the state. 
The board w'eli know th at by thoughtful and 
careful m anagement I have saved the state many 
hundred dollars in various improvements and 
have worked out more liberty aud less restraint 
for the patients. 
1 know fiom experience that 
th e building up and superintedeuoe of a great 
hospital like this is no sinecure. 1 know also 
th at I havs not merited or deceived the severe 
and unjust criticism of a portion ot the public 
press of the state. Ease aud comfort and free­ 
dom from annoyance are not found in the hos­ 
pital nuperfntendent’s position, and, surely, the 
emoluments connected therew ith are not suf­ 
ficient, from the Interest one m ight take 
in

work. 
the 
:aro 
and treatm ent of 
the 
iireaue and 
the study of an im portant and interesting kj*«- 
claity.to compensate for the unpleasant associa­ 
tions and the risk of life one takes front within, 
or the unjust criticism s to which the incum bent 
may be subjected from without. 
Ilercto'ore I 
have not been in a position to resign, because I 
was under susp nslon and investigation; but 
felt confident that 1 should be vindicated aud 
that justice would prevail.

That the superintendent aud physic.au* have, 
in a rule, endeavored to faithfully perform their 
respective duties, with the exception that the 
superintendent ha* not giTen, < r cau*< d to be 
riven, to the attendant* that thorough instruc­ 
tion in reference to their duties in the care and 
management of patients which, in our judg­ 
ment. should have been given, and except fur­ 
ther that a few cases of accidents happening to 
patients have come to the knowledge of the 
sommlttee, which accidents would not have 
happened had there been taken ail precau­ 
tions whieh m ight have been taken to pre­ 
vent the 
possibility of the happening of 
such accidents, and the further exception* 
hereafter m entioned: 
I b a t 
the supervisors 
1 snd attendants have been grossly negligent in 
\ the m atter of reporting to the superintendent.or 
any of the assistant physician*, caaej of 111- 
j treatm ent of patienta by the attendants. This 
uegiect rises largely from the fact th at there is 
and has been an unspoken agreement among the 
attendants th at none ot them should make re­ 
ports of anv wrongful acts com m itted by an as- 
■M.oigte. The rules of the asylum require that in 
*U cases of injury to or ill-treatm ent of a pa- 
tisnt the attendant causing or having knowledge 
of any such injury or |ll-treatm ent should forth­ 
with report the same to the superintendent, 
some cue of the assistant physicians or super­ 
visor. This rule has been more honored in the 
breach than in the observance. The immediate 
Hupervislon of the attendants in the perform* 
znce of their daily duties in the care and m an­ 
agement ot imtient* has been entrusted to a 
supervisor and bis assistants, whose dutie* 
have been to be upon the wards as much of the 
time as po*sibie, observe the ma ner in which 
the attendants perforin their duties, correct 
such errors and Irregularities as m ight coiue to 
his knowledge and could be remedied by 1dm, 
and to make report to the superintendent of anv 
misconduct or neglect of duty on the part of a t­ 
tendants. 
In addition to such duties other 
’abors in connection with the care of the cloth­ 
ing of the patients were required of him. This 
supervising force has never been 
sufficient. 
I Upon the efficiency and integrity of the Imine- 
j diate supervising force the superintendent m ust 
necessarily largely depend for information in re­ 
gard to the conduct of the attendants, and the 
force m ust be in such num bers th at frequent 
visits to each ward chu be made; the more fre­ 
quent such visits the less opportunity for or the 
probability of the commission or concealment 
by attendants ol violations of the rule relating 
to treatm ent of patients of the asvlnm. 
‘I hat 
the discipline of the attendants has not been as 
strict as should have been enforced by the *u- 
pervisor, and th at ttiere lias not been that 
amount of immediate supervision by the super­ 
visor as m ight have been performed bv him. 
That there have been cases of abuses and inhu­ 
man treatm ent of patients by attendants. That a 
number of such oases of alleged ill-treatm ent 
brought to the attention of and investigated bv 
the comm ittee were ninety, of which we find 
chat tw enty are sustained by evideuce. 
The 
committee can conceive of no public good to be 
accomplished by the publication of the names of 
the patients who, >n oar judgm ent, have been 
Ill-treated, and therefore do n <t specify the 
same in this report. A list o n:<mes is herewith 
furnished yonr excellency. I11 the course of the 
investigation th at charge th at at the asylum 
Improper relations existed between the sexes 
was incidentally made.

CHARACTER OF ATTENDANTS. 
As a part of the instructions given by your ex­ 
cellency to the comm ittee is as follow s: “I: will 
I also be the duty of the comm ittee to inquire 
! jnto the personal character of the attendants 
! employed, and whether they are fitted by nature 
j nad training for their peculiar and trving duties. 
; If the compensation paid attendants and em­ 
ployes is insufficient to secure the required ciass 
of help, such facts should be noted and proper 
recommendations made.” To the first propori 
tion contained in that instruction the comm ittee 
report th at no evidence was introduced reflect­

The tim e required fot the performance oi 
such duties had necessarily interfered with the 
proper and full performance of thos.) legiti­ 
mately devolving upon him as superintendent. 
While the superintendent should be 111 tact 
what the name umdles. at the hesd erf the insti­ 
tution, its directing fore*;, responsible for its 
m anagem ent and succee*. his primary principal 
duties are the supervision ed the care, manage­ 
ment, treatm ent and attem pted improvement 
of th at unfortunate c!a*s com m itted to it* 
charge, and he should not be required or per­ 
m itted to perform any duiie* which t-hall in any 
m anner interfere with such primary princi­ 
pal one, or which will iu any manner tend or 
prevent full 
notice or knowledge 
on 
hla 
part of the manner in which those immediately 
in charge of his patients are performing their 
duties. For the proper performance of such du­ 
ties he should be held strictly aecou 11 table. For 
the prooer performance of the duties of every 
other departm ent the chief of that departm ent 
should be held to a like accountability. Tim 
superintendent should have a general know ledge 
ot the manner iu which *uch departm ent duties 
are performed, but should not bo required < r ex­ 
pected to m aster the details. 
In the judgment 
of your committee, no plan can be devised 
which wili entirely prevent occasional abuses 
by attendants of insane persons in their Imme­ 
diate charge. If we are right in this proposi­ 
tion, theu the only question to be determined ia 
bow can such abuses ire minimized. Iu the a t­ 
tem pted solution of that problem the comm it­ 
tee. not be mr experts in the care or manage­ 
m ent of the insane, feel great diffidence in sug­ 
gesting remedies for acknowledged evils, and 
our recommendatioua should be considered only 
as the suggestions of business men, based upon 
the testim ony introduced during the investiga­ 
tion and bearing upon that subject, together 
w ith that knowledge of human nature, ami of 
the m otives that usually influence the action of 
the 
average 
man 
or 
woman, 
possessed 
by 
every 
business 
rnan. 
' A ttendants 
m ust necessarily be men and women having the 
passions, weaknes-cs and infirmities incident to 
hum au nature. 
We cau easily designate the pe­ 
culiar qualifications winch, in onr judgment, 
would characterize our conception of the ideal 
atten d an t; we ate well aware that our ideal can­ 
not be found among mortals. 
Assuming that, 
for at least some considerable future time, a t­ 
tendants m ust be drawn from the same class, 
and l*e iu ail respects the same average men aud 
women a* t hose now employed, what measures 
can be taken to prove their efficiency as a tten d ­ 
a n t', and thereby reduce the probabilities and 
opportunities for the ill treatm ent hv them ot 
thoseeuti u.*fed to their immediate care? The ma­ 
jority of mankind, even adm itting th at they will 
conscientiously endeavor to perforin a duty, m 
socb performance are, to a certain extent, intlu- j 
enced by the hope of reward to follow the faith- j 
ful performance, or the fear of punishm ent for \ 
the neglect of such duties. 
Such hope of reward j

We do not beilevethxt such a class can be found, 
and therefor; subm it in outline a pian for pro­ 
m oting the efficiency of attendant* and m inim iz­ 
ing the acknowledged abuses. The committee 
would recommend: 
F irst—An increase in the num ber of assistant 
physician*, and that one of the physicians upon 
the woman side of the asvtum be a woman.

T w elfth—T hat an attendant dincharged f r 
the ill-treatm ent of a patient shall cot be re-

For the protection of the hospital and its r tfi- 
c*r« and its employes <becommittee recommend 
that a thorough pbvrical ex uninatlon be made 
of each patient upon admission to the hospital, 
anil that a recoid of such exam ination be made 
and kept. 
The com m ittee would further recommend 
that provisions be made at the asylum tor th< 
entire separation of toe inebriate from the in­ 
sane patient. The influence of each ciass upon 
th<- other i* not beneficial to either. 
T hat provision be also made for a hospital for 
sick patients. 
From the testim ony produced before the c>m- 
m ittee we are of the opinion ihar the num ber of 
patient* at the Rochester asylum is too large fo: 
one institution. 
A complaiut was file ! with the secretary of the 
board of correction and charities by discharged 
patien * of the asvlum. in which Dr. Bowet* j 
was charged with having kept a gold watch and 
a sum of money belonging to the patient. The 
committee investigated that charge, heard the 
testim ony pro anu con, and find the charge u n ­ 
true. 
Iu the management of the stew ard’s office, 
wnile the committee finds nothing in any m an­ 
ner reflecting npon the integrity of that officer, 
yet in the judgm ent of the com m ittee tlie m eth­ 
ods pursued, particularly 111 the care and issue 
of supplies, ate entirely too loose aud unbusi­ 
nesslike, 
We would recommend that a more system atic 
method be adopted, and to th at end there be a 
a storekeeper appointed, whose duty it shall be 
to receive, keep and issue all supplies aud th..t 
ali issues be upon requisition made by the stew ­ 
ard aud approval bv the sujieriutendent.

That there have been cases of abases and inhu­ 
man treatment of patients bv attendants. That a 
number of such oases of alleged ill-treatment 
brought to tbe attention of and investigated br 
the committee were ninety, of which wo find 
that twenty are sustained by evidence. The 
committee can conceive of no public good to be 
accomplished by tbe publication of the name* of 
the patients who, in oar judgment, have been 
Ill-treated, and therefore do nut specify tbe 
same in this report.

CHABACTEB OF ATTENDANTS. 
A* a Dart of the instructions given by your ex­ 
cellency to the committee is as follows: “I: will 
also be the duty of the committee to inquire 
into the personal character of the attendants 
employed, and whet her they are fitted by nature 
nail training for their peculiar and riving duties. 
If the compensation paid attendants and em- 
ploves is insufficient to secure the required ciass 
of help, such facts should be noted aud proper 
recommendations made.” To the first proposi­ 
tion contained in that instruction the committee 
report that no evidence was introduced reflect­ 
ing upon it, and the committee have no knowl- 
ege of anything that would in auv manner im­ 
peach the character of such attendants, ex­ 
cept in so far as ill-treatment' by certain at­ 
tendants of patients might be construed as 
evidence of bad character on the part of persons 
guilty of such abuse. To the second proposi­ 
tion tbe committee are fully convinced that but 
few men pr women are by nature fitted for the 
complete and satisfactory performance of all 
the duties devolving upon the immediate at­ 
tendants of the insane patients. Training for 
the proper performance of such duties consists 
of two kinds. First, theoretical; second, prac­ 
tical. In our judgment there bas not been 
enough of tbe first. The second, ss the term

Suffragan Sees. 


Duluth, St. Cloud, Winona, James­ 
town and Sioux Falls Are 
the See Cities. 


The news

announced from 
Rome that henceforth the archdiocese of BL 
Pant will have five suffragan see*. These are 
Winona. St. Cloud and Duluth, M inn.; Jam es­ 
town, N. D., and Sioux Falls, S. D. Toe Rev. 
John Shantey of Bt Paul bas been appointed 
bishop of tbe JameRtown diocese; Rev. Otto 
Zurditb of Yankton, bishop of St. Cloud; the 
B l Rev. Martin Marty, O. 8. B., I). D , now 
vicar apostoile of Dakota, bishop of Sioux 
Fall*; Rev. Joseph ii. Cotter, now pastor of 
St. Thomas church, Winona, bishop of Wi­ 
nona; Rev. Jam es McGolrick, pastor of the 
Im m aculate Conception church at Minneap­ 
olis, bishop of Duluth. 
Archbishop Ireland said to a 
reporter 
“this is great news ail around.” The people 
of Minnesota have been eagerly waiting for 
this development, and there was general re­ 
joicing in Catholic circles last evening. 
The 
clergymen honored with promotion are well 
Known in ecclesiastical circles throughout 
the Northwest, and have all given material 
aid in Christianizing and humanizing this 
part of the country. 
They have been untir­ 
ing in good works, are universally esteemed, 
and their promotion I* highly deterved. 
Father Hhauley of HL Paul is in the prime 
of life, being about thirty-seven year* of 
age. 
He was born in Western New York 
and finished his theological education al 
Borne, after having studied at the S t Jam es 
university in this state and at Girardeau, 
Mo. 
He was ordained in 1875 and immedi­ 
ately came to Bl Paul, where he has since 
rem ained in charge of the cathedral.

establishm ent of the Winona diocese has 
been a m atter of discussion for years, but it 
was not until the past year that definite 
plans were form ulated and sent to Rome for 
approval. It may be said that the offi-re was 
fairly created by the rapidly growing im­ 
portance of the Catholic denomination of the 
North* est, and, as Father Cotter remarked, 
the office furnishes an unlimited field for all

kee, further pursuing his studies at Bt. Vin­ 
cent’s college in Pennsylvania, and complet­ 
ing them a t S t Jobu’s college in tnis state. 
He wa* ordained May 23,1871.

9 of the same year be came to this city a* 
pastor of 
the 
Englsli-speakiDg Catholic 
churches of Winona county, where he has la­ 
bored zealously ever since for the advance­ 
m ent of his church and his people. 
Besides 
his im portant work and prom inent place in 
the church. Father Cotter ba* been con­ 
nected with several prom inent movements. 
In 1872 he first became connected with tbe 
Father Mathew soctetv, and for three terms 
was president of the Catholic Total Absti­ 
nence Union of America, where his g reat 
eloquence and wit make him a conspicuous 
figure in the tem perance work of the conti­

He is of mixed Hollander and 
English blood, his grandfather hav­ 
ing been a Dutchman who settled 
near Newark, N. J ., and who married 
into the Ogdens, a family of English 
descent. 
Edison began his working 
life as a news boy when only about 
eight 
years old, a t P o rt Huron, 
Mich. 
Five years afterw ards, he suc­ 
ceeded in procuring a co n tract for 
the exclusive sale of newspapers 
on 
the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada, 
to which fact is due the report th at 
he is a Canadian. 
II is business grew 
rapidly under his clever and energet­ 
ic m anagem ent, 
and was supple­ 
mented by an essay in journalism , 
the 
Grand 
Trunk Herald, 
which 
he printed with his own type an J his 
own hands. The progress of the war 
a t this time assisted his paper, which 
had a t one tim e 4 5 0 subscribers. 
'Dropping his publication, he began 
the study of chem istry, prosecuting 
it in connection with his newspaper 
business.

It is m ade ofthe 
tincture ot strong infusion of capsi­ 
cum annum, which is mixed with an 
equal bulk of mucilage of gum arabic, 
and a few drops of glycerine is added.

Defect in our Educational System. 


But one thing m ore of this sam e 
general kind is sadly needed.

however, authentic records of several 
severe and destructive earthqnakes- 
In 0 7 9 A. I), the island of Kiu-Siu 
was visited by a heavy shock, which 
rent the earth in fissures, one of which 
is said to have been four miles long 
and twenty teet wide. 
Kiu-Siu was 
the scene of the recent calam ity, and 
it is noticeable th a t the same phen­ 
omenon of the opening of the earth 
occurred in this instance.

they seem to m ake up for their in- 
Irequeney by their severity.

the brim with it, then shut air-tight. 
This will keep any length of time, 
and be just as good when opened as 
1 w hen put up. 
As a rule hogs in the past have had 
: too large aper cent, of fat in propor- 
j lion to the lean. This can be chang­ 
ed to a considerable extent by feed­ 
ing more muscle and bone 
forming 
m aterials and less fattening 
foods 
and especially so during growth.

It is said th a t J. N. Muncy, a well 
known Iowa Holstein breeder, has 
I>een experimenting with a view to 
finding out the approxim ate cost of 
a pound of milk und a pound of but­ 
ter. The result with two cows ( Hols­ 
teins i were an average food costs of 
SH.2 cents per I OO pounds of milk 
and a trifle over 8.3 cents per pound 
of butter. 
An exchange says Canada thistles 
are easily'exterm inated by sprinkling 
them with dry salt when wet with 
dew or rain: the finer the salt the less 
it will take. The operation m ay 
have to be re b a te d two or three 
times, as some are always missed, 
and young plants will sta rt from the 
roots. Large plants are more easily 
killed than small ones. 
Old bout's, boots and shoes or old 
pieces of leather contain a large per­ 
cent, of plant food and should be 
gathered up and buried near the 
roots of fruit trees.

Hints for the Heme. 
Ink stains on silk or woolen fabric* 
can be removed by satu ratin g ic 
spirits of turpentine. 
Chicken broth is excellent food in 
cases of dysentery or cholera m or 
bus, especially if made of old fowls. 
Molasses rubbed on grass stains 
on white dresses will bring out the 
stains when the clothing is washed. 


When there is a doubt as to the 
fastness of the colors of new print or 
gingham garm ents let them lie in 
salt w ater an hour before washing. 
Coughs may lie much alleviated 
and dry th ro a t cured by glycerine 
and lemon juice taken a t night. The 
glycerine should be diluted. 
To prevent flies from spoiling gilt 
frames and fittings, brush them with 
camel’s hair brush wet in water in 
which onions have been boiled. 
A few drops of am m onia inacup of 
warm rain water, carefully applied 
with a wet sponge, will remove the 
spots from paintings and chromos. 


It is unfortunate to scorch linen 
when ironing it; and fortunate th a t 
the rays of the sun falling upon the 
yellowed surface will bleac h it. 
W hite zepher articles, if but slight­ 
ly soiled are readily cleansed by rub­ 
bing with dry flour and hanging out 
of doors on a clear, breezy day'. 
Store the onions after harvesting 
where they will be kept dry and cool, 
and have them spread out in thin 
layers; they will keep better.

He is of mixed Hollander and 
English blood, his grandfather hav­ 
ing bf?en a Dutchman who settled 
near Newark, N. J., and who married 
into the Ogdens, a family of English 
descent. Edison began his working 
life as a news boy when only about 
eight years old, a t P o rt Huron, 
Mich. Five years afterwards, he suc­ 
ceeded in procuring a contract for 
the exclusive sale of newspapers 
on 
the Grand Trunk Railway ofCanada, 
to which fact is due the report th at 
he is a Canadian. His business grew 
rapidly under his clever and energet­ 
ic m anagem ent, 
and was supple­ 
mented by an essay in journalism , 
the Grand 
Trunk Herald, which 
he printed with his own type a n i his 
own hands. The progress of the war 
a t this time assisted his paper, which 
had a t one time 450 subscribers.

The Dying Pope. 
The Rev. D. S. Phelan, editor of 
the western W atchman, the Catholic 
paper published in St. Louis, is tra v ­ 
eling in Europe. Father Phelan sends 
to his paper an 
account of an 
audience he had with the pope. Ile 
thus describes the pope: 
“W hat struck me m ost forcibly was 
his very great apparent age and 
feebleness. He fairly looked a hun­ 
dred years old if he looked a day. 
His face is alm ost inhum anly white. 
He looked so old and gone as to im­ 
press one only as a relic m ight im­ 
press. I was very much struck and 
disappointed. I had hoped to see a 
stirring faceand an eye fullof lifeand 
fire. I^eo had both once, but they 
are now gone. When I knelt a t his 
feet his look was very feeble and pa­ 
ternal. I noticed the play of his fea­ 
tures as he spoke, for there was not 
enough life in th a t blessed face to 
dazzle. The pope has a full set of 
pearly teeth, well preserved. Hislips 
are heavy and very purple, in strik- 
i ing contrast to his white face. The 
holy father drawls very heavily when 
he speaks, but seems able to conduct 
a conversation without fatigue. 
“After about a quarter of a very 
one-sided conversation, for the holy 
father talked alm ost without ceasing, 
I introduced my traveling companion 
for whom I had obtained the honor, 
informing his holineess th a t he was 
a Protestant, but very well disposed 
to the church. 
He immediately 
reached out his hand and bade him 
advance. He took his hand in his 
and placed the other on his head and 
blessed him. He turned to me and 
asked me if he had any children, 
evidently intending to bless them al­ 
so. When I answered in the negative 
he repeated his first l»enediction and 
bade us both depart with his bless­ 
ing on us and ours. I left feeling th a t 
I had spoken to the greatest man of 
this century, and one ol the greatest 
popes who ever occupied the chair of 
Peter, but a man ready to close his 
eyes forever.

light, but it must soon go out for­ 
ever."
